that there is in the state treasury 
a present surplus of $4,219,000. 
With this surplus in mind, a bud- 
get was prepared and has been pre- 
sented to the present legislature 
covering all the normal activities 
of the state, amounting to the sum 
of $47,580,153.66 for the coming 
biennial period. The estimated rev- 
enues for the same period are $47,- 
369,490, leaving an estimated bal- 
ance of $389,336.34. The surplus 
would thus increase to  $4,608,- 
336.34. ’ 

This would be the maximum sum 
available over and above budgeted 
demands. But financial wisdom 
and experience has shown that $2,- 
000,000 is the lowest safe point to 
which the surplus of the treasury 
should go, and whenever the indi- 
cated surplus drops below $2,000,- 
000, we reach the danger point.”
